Invention II is separately usable because it manages the 
requirements and allows for modification, it does not require a method of a user searching for 
requirements, nor does it require testing. Invention III is for testing the compliance of an 
international shipment for compliance purposes, it does not require a request for international 
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requirements and provides the requirements to a user, nor does it require a method of protecting 
requirements from modification.
